FM: Tell us how your modelling career came out of your love for 
fitness?

Social 
media is the reason I was able to be seen by so many people, and 
that led to my uncle's agency seeing that I had potential in this 
industry. 


FM: What was the biggest challenge going from a bodybuilding 
physique to a model's body? 


XP: The biggest challenge was definitely losing weight. I had to 
lose about 15 pounds, and these were pounds of muscle, not fat. 
It was upsetting at first because I had worked so hard to look a 
certain way, and I had to just let it all go. I'm glad I did, though, 
because I wouldn't be where I’m at now if I hadn't lost the weight.
